The Strange Pianist, 

In 1858 thore -was a. little camp about 
ton miles fiom : Pioclie, occupied By up- 
ward of about 300 miners, ovary one of 
whom might havo packed hiu prospect- 
ing implements and left for more invit- 
ing fields any time before sunset. When 
the day wu over these mon did not rest 
from their labors, like tho honest Now 
England agriculturist, but sang, danced, 
gambled and uh'jt each other, an the 
mood lioiaod iheni. 

Ono oreniiig tho report spread along 
thc ; main etxeat (which was the ouly 
utreot) that throe men had been killed at 
■iilYer JReof, mid that the bodies were 
oominj'in.

The organ is sarcastic and abusive at 
tho expenso of the City Council. That 
body in tho absence of any local hand- 
book, or other medium for the dissemi- 
nation of information have wisely 
voted tosubscribo for 1000 copies of a 
meritorious publication descriptive of 
the scenery and resources of British 
Columbia. In doing this tho Council 
followed the examples of the local gov- 
ernment which subscribed for 2000 
copies of the publication and intend to 
make it answer the purpose of a hand- 
book until a new one shall have been 
issued from the government press. JSTow 
if tho City Council have been guilty 
of a serious offence in subscribing for 
1000 copies, in a corresponding ratio 
the local government must have com- 
mitted wilful murder at least for hav- 
ing ordered twice the number — swal- 
lowed a double dose, so to speak. Bur, 
strange to say, the organ, while un- 
sparing iu its abuse of the city govern- 
ment, has ne'er a word of censure for 
the local government. • Why? If the 
city government is bad, tho local gov- 
ernment must bo "badder." If the 
former have committed a misdemean- 
our tho latter havo been guilty of a 
crime. The public will scarcely under- 
stand why one should escape entirely, 
and the other be the object of our con- 
temporary's impotent wrath. Leaving 
the public to p ace its own construction 
upon tho cau.se of this palpable unfair 
nen8, we read on and discover that our 
contemporary will not be comforted 
because 8250 of civic money is about 
to pass into tho hands of "foreigners." 
No objection is taken to the character 
of the work, which it is doing but 
scant justice to say is meritorious. The 
principle of the grant is scarcely re- 
ferred to. All that is lost sight of and the 
chief cause of. our contemporary's dis- 
gruntlement lies in the fact that 
the publisher of the West Shore is a 
" bla'.vated foreigner. " Just, fancy 
the sum of $250 to bo spent in lifting 
the veil that hides this terra incognita 
from the world at large and the Stand 
ard objecting to theexpenditure because 
(mark well the "because") it is to pass 
into the hands of a foreigner. Upon 
the Bamo principle and for the same 
reason the organ should oppose the 
construction of tho Emory-Savona rail- 
way because "foreigners" hold the con- 
tract. It should insult and vilify tho 
ocean mail contractors, because they 
are foreigners. It ought to "go for" 
the telephone service because it is tho 
offshoot, of an American company. It 
should object to the royal mail being 
carried by the Pioneer Line because its 
principal owner. i3 a ''foreigner." 
Captain Starr's mail line should come 
in for aphillippic because the ownor is 
a "foreigner." It might go further and 
seriously propose that a chain cable be 
stretched across Frasermouth to pre- 
vent the steamship Victoria entering 
because she, too, is a "foreigner;" and it 
might concludeits seriesof objections to 
the "foreign element" being allowed to 
put their h'ngers into the B. C. pie by 
demanding that the City Council shall 
pass an amended bylaw denying "for- 
eigners" the right to compete for the 
woolen mill bonus. In point of fact 
we had better call upon the government 
to issue a ukase declaring illegal tho 
residence of "foreigners." Absurd as 
these reflections may appear they are 
not a whit more ridiculous than the op- 
position the organ has raised to the city 
subscription to' the West Shore because 
the proprietor is a citizen of another 
country. One is irresistibly led to the 
belief that had the city proposed to 
vote §250 in the purchase of copies of 
tho Standard for the dissemination 
of information (?) there would have 
been no objection raised from 
that quarter to the expenditure. It i.s 
because the 8250 is to go into the 
hands of a "foreigner" that our con- 
temporary's wrath is stirred. He for- 
gets that when tho early history 
of tho province comes to be 
written the "blawsted foreigner'Nvill oc- 
cupy the most prominent position as a 
prospector, minei*, capitalist, merchant, 
steamboatman,' waggon road builder 
and railway contractor. The govern- 
ment ought to lie ashamed of an organ 
that grinds out such wretched tunes. 

YALE POLICE. 

Tho letter of Mr. Wilson, M. P. P., 
on the subject of the police at Yale 
leaves the government without a leg to 
stand on. ' Mr. Wilson speaks from 
experience, nnd has surprised the pub 
lie by the statement that more than a 
month ago he brought the police wants 
of that district to the premier's notice 
and was given to understand that the 
matter would receive his prompt atten- 
tion. Since then nothing has been 
done; no step has been taken to 
strengthen the police force, and the 
superintendent of police still lingers at 
the Capital when duty requires that be 
should residepormanentlv at the theatre 
of railway operations, Wo believe that 
the superintendent is anxious to see 
active service ; but tho premier for 
reasons of his own, retains Mr. Todd 
at Victoria when he should bo 165 miles 
distant from the Capital. The main- 
land requires additional police protec- 
tion and tho movements of tho provin- 
cial police force — which all, told, do 
not exceed a dozen men — could bo 
easier directed from Yale than from 
Victoria. 

YALE SCHOOLHOUSE- 



Workmen have started to rebuild 
the Yale schoolhouse. The original 
schoolhouse was burned down teti 
months ago, since when the town, with 
70 children' of scRoolgoing age, lias 
been without a building. A more flag- 
rant instance of neglect does not mark 
the career of the local govorumont than 



the manner in which they abandoned 
tho young of Yale. If ignorance 
be bliss, in what a beautific stato of 
mind the Yale children must bo con- 
stantly revolving. Tho excuse of the 
government that they could not expend 
the money necessary for the reconstruc- 
tion of the burned 'loolhouse cannot 
be accepted when \ a known that the 
expenditure of the department of justice 
last year exceded the vote by more than 
§G000, and that a new roof was put on 
Government House at a cost of $2000 
without any vote at all. Tho premier 
may havo fancied that in recovering 
Government House ho was providing a 
roof for his own head; but if that be- 
lief prompted him it will not lessen the 
gravity of the offence when I it is re- 
membered that the paltry sum; of 3500 
cannot now bo had for the exploration 
of Skeena district and that -'Yale has 
only ono policeman to regulate the 
morals of 4000 railway workmen. 



Catorpillars, Ah.oy I 

To the Editou: — I have regularly de- 
stroyed fur many years past every 3j,yar.ii 
of caterpillars in my gardenr 'Notwith- 
standing my industry (and I do not pro- 
tund to groat activity) successive seasons 
bring frosh nests.

Editor, should happen to tako a walk in 
tho city suburbs in tho present season 
and tako a glance at tho various orchards, 
you would bo of opinion that their owners 
wore mora careful of catorpillars than 
anxious for fruit. Victorians vaunt re- 
gard for industry. Strangers viewing 
our gardens would cor sider wo wore 
thriftless and cared little for each other's 
property. I am unaware whether there 
is a city bylaw on tho subject. If there 
be not, ono should he made. Apples.

Dr. Punshoa's Funeral at Norwood 
Ceinotcry-Ooan. SUnloy Attoads 
it— Parting Words of tlio Deceased 
Divlno. 

At the funeral of the late Win, Mor 
ley Punshon, nearly all the Wesleyan 
ministers resident in tho metropolis 
were present, also leading ministers and 
laymen from the provinces, among 
them the President and Secretary of 
the Wesleyan Conference, the Revs. 
Ebenezer E. Jenkins, M.A., and Mar- 
mad uke C. Osborne ; Dr. Rigg, G. W. 
Olver, A.A., T. B. Stephenson, BA., 
Canon Fleming, the Lord Mayor's 
Chaplain, Bishop Johnson, of Canada, 
Rev. B. Baldwin Brown ; Messrs. S. 
D. Waddy, Q.C., Win. Mewburn, Alex. 
McArthur, M. P.; the Revs. Jos. Wood- 
cock, Walford Green, J. Colwell, Man- 
chester; Messrs. J. S. .Sutcliff, J.P., 
Bacup ; Farrar Smith, Leeds ; Revs. 
W. O. Simpson, Bradford ; N. Boyns, 
Scarborough ; Mr. T. C. May, Bristol ; 
The Rev. Wm. Wilson, Birmingham ; 
Messrs. W. H. Stephens, J. P., Wm. 
Hirst, Newcastle on-Tyne. Dean Stan- 
ley was in the church. 

The coffin was borne into the.'cliapel 
preceded by the Rev.~F.' JVSharr read- 
ing the burial service, and followed by 
tho relatives of the deceased and tho 
members of tho General Committeo of 
tho Wesleyan Foreign Missions. After 
singing the hymn commencing :— - 

Give me wings of faith to ri.so 

Within the veil and >cc, 
The saints above how ^reat tholrjoy, 

How bright their glorleabo. 

the Rev. Dr. Rigg offered prayer, and 
the Rev. Bishop Johnson, of Canada 
(an intimate friend of the deceased min- 
ister), read the 90th Psalm. .. ' The 
lesson was road by the Secretary of, 
the Conference, the Rev. M. C. Os- 
borne. 

The president of tho Wesleyan Con- 
ference (the Rev. E. E. Jenkins, M, A)., 
with visible emotion, then delivered 
the funeral address. Ho said that as 
yet they hardly felt tho reality or the 
deep significance of tho solemn event 
which had brought them together. Al' 
ready since the last conference it had 
pleased God to smite the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church with several bereave- 
ments, for had He not taken to Him- 
self Samuel Coler, Frederick J. John 
son, and Sir Francis Lycett ; and now 
they wero called to mourn the loss of 
William Morley Punshon, whohad been 
stricken down in tho full maturity of 
his powers, and when his personal aid 
seemed most needed by them. Tho be- 
reavement had come without, any pre 
vious premonition. It was true their 
lamented brother had become broken 
in health, but even his medical advisers 
said that with proper change and 
rest he might soon bt restored. His 
life had been a laborious one. For 
thirty six years ho had laboured most 
indefatigably in the ministry with little 
or no rest. It was that tension of en 
ergy never relaxed, that prodigal ex- 
penditure of force, which had bowed 
down in the prime of life this Samson 
in their Israel. In an interesting and 
able sketch of Dr. Piui.shon's life, the 
speaker said that the deceased was emi- 
nently tho servant of tho 'Methodist 
people, and that it was his pride to re- 
present Methodism in high places. His 
thorough manliness and his modesty 
were t'.eseciet of hu| mmensa populiri- 
r,y with his ministerial breturen. In 
fitting terms he described his last hours. 
When asked if he had a fear of death, 
li is reply was "The rapture of living ! 
I do not fear death, but I do not like 
to feel my work is done." To his med- 
ical adviser he said, "Thank God, Jesus 
is to me a bright reality."

In the absence- of tho Sheriff and his 
deputy hisLordship said ho was at liberty 
untlor an old act of 1863 to appoint some 
ono to ballot for tho jury.' The Regis- 
trar, -Mr. Provos't, was accordingly ap- 
pointed. 

action- for slander. 

Richards r.-i. Braden— This case was 
tried by a jury of whom Mr. S. Anderson 
was foreman. 

Nino jurymen wore challenged while 
thu ballots were being drawn — fivo on tho 
side of tho plaintiff and four on the sido 
of tho defendant. 

There being no other common jury case 
tho jurymen wore informed that they 
need not attend again unloss specially 
summoned. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davie, instructed by 
Mr. Pollard, for the plaintiff ex- 
plained the naturd of the case before the 
jury and stated that it grew out of a dif- 
ficulty' in the Lodge of Forostera of 
which both plaintiff and defendant are 
members. That at an election of. officers 
both plaintiff and defendant wore candi- 
dates and that dofendant uttorodand pub- 
lished a slanderous oxpression in order to 
defeat plaintiff in said lodge, charging him 
with misappropriation of funds and desig- 
nating him as a thiof. Mr. F. G. Rich- 
ards, junior, tho plaintiff, .was socrotary 
of tho lodge of Forestors and his duties 
as such wore enumerated. Tho loarned 
counsel then ^explained tho naturo of the 
charge which was charactorizod as a crimo 
liable to severe punishment. Tho only 
question to bo decided was whether or 
not tho words allegod to havo been spoken 
by defondant of tho plaintiff had boon in 
point of fact uttered by tho dofendant. 
Those words wore that plaintiff was a 

G — d thief and a dofaultor iu his 

district accounts. If the jury were satisfied 
that they were uttered they must find for 
the plaintiff; if not, for tho defend- 
ant. 

His Lordship oxpressod. his regret that 
membors of tho samo Ordor should come 
to tho Court with such a difficulty. 

Tho learned counsel for the plaintiff 
spoke at some length respecting tho neces- 
sity which rested on tho pluintifi' of com- 
ing into Court. His position as an officer 
of tho government and occupying an of- 
fice of trust and responsibility obliged 
him to tako this courso. Merely nomi- 
nal damages wero all that were sought 
for. A simple apology and nominal dam- 
ages would be accepted. 

Thomas Sp»ad, sworn— Am a member 
of the Forester's Ordor; remembered 
standing on the corner of Government 
and YnteB street on 15th December last; 
entered into conversation with dofendant; 
he asked witness who ho was going to 
vote for; rsplicd that ho would vote for 
"Frank," moaning tho plaintiff, for Chief 
Ranger; defendant said ho would not voto 
for any such "G — d — thief" for he was a 
defaulter in his accounts; saw defendant 
again after the election of officers; ha 
(witness) was not allowed to entor the 
lodge room by tho dofendant who was in 
tho chair, as ho intended to bring tho 
matter beforo the Court; told "Frank" 
what had boon said and informed defend- 
ant of it. Tho matter was talked about 
freely among the members, 

Cross examined by Mr. Drake for tho 
defenco — Did not stato that Braden tho 
defendant had said "Frank" waa a de- 
faulter; Frank's nam* was not mentioned 
but it was understood that he was moant; 
there wero but two candidates for tho 
offico; did not bring the matter before the 
Court, as tho election for Chief Rrangor 
was over; ir, was a general election. 

Arthur Holmes, sworn — Did not re- 
mcmbor any particular conversation with 
defendant about the candidature of Rich- 
ards and Munro for tho offico of Chief 
Ranger, defendant did make a remark 
thatplaintiffwasadefaultor in his accounts 
and knowing it was fahe witness would 
not hear anything moro about it; tho con- 
versation was in broken sentences; did not 
want to have anything to do with the 
matter; the word defaultor was used by 
defendant. 

Win, Pollard testified to writing to de- 
fondant domanding an apology; defend- 
ant called on witness tho samo day; de- 
nied using tho words imputed to him, but 
stated that ho could prove that the plain- 
tiff was a dofaultor from his own accounts 
and that he had appropriated largo sums 
of money to his own use which had not 
been accounted for. 

This closed the case for plaintiff. 

Mr. Drake, for tho defence, contended 
that there was no case to go to tho jury 
as the sentence said to havo boon used by 
tho dofendant was disjointed and not 
completo and, therefore, not actionable. 
It was only vulgar abuso. 

His Lordship mado a humorous remark 
with rcferonce to Robin Hood as tho first 
of tho Foresters calling "Little John" a 
'thundering thief," to which the learned 
counsel replied that ho certainly was such 
and that if Robin Hood founded the ordor 
of Foresters it originated in thievory. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davie replied quoting au- 
thority to show that the words used by de- 
fendant implied malice and that thero wa3 
quito sufficient evidence to go to the jury. 

His Lordship remarked that all things 
considered ho would havo to direct the 
jury to find a verdict for tho dofendant. 
The phrase made use of was unfortunately 
a very common ono andtho words wero of- 
ten spoken without any particular meaning. 
Tho law was then explained on the ques- 
tion at iasuo. His Lordship thought that 
there was no case to go to tho jury mid 
that he ought to withdraw it. 

The counsel for tho plaintiff contended 
that tho case ought to go to the jury and 
that a verdict bo given either for his 
client or against him. 

His Lordship did not want to take any 
responsibility in tho matter and would 
rather that the case went to the jury. He 
was in something of a strait but would al- 
low tho caso to go to tho jury on tho ques- 
tion at issue. 

Mr. A. E. B. Davie then summed up 
tho caso at 3ome length and made an elo- 
quent appeal to tho jury to find for tho 
plaintiff. 

Mr. Drako addressod the jury on be- 
half of his client and contended that the 
caso of tho plaintiff had not been proved 
by tho ovidenca adduced. Tho word "de- 
faulter" was then defined as not being 
actionable unless applied to some particu- 
lar matter. The learned counsel contend- 
ed that tho character of plaintiff did not 
suffer in tho slightest dogree and that ho 
had no right to damages. The words used 
wore only words of vulgar vituporation 
and did not mean anything slanderous, 
and did not convoy any imputa^iq^ against 
the plaintiff. 

His Lnr/^shb then reviewed tho evid- 
fin^o . ii^rl explained' t'o 'tho jury that the 
only question for them to decide was 
whether tho defendant made use, of the 
wortls imnutcd to, him, hi. a malicious 
sonsp. It - was f'o'f. tiew to say 
'\y-hat tho meaning of ' thoso words 
veaily was and find accordingly. Tho 
charge of being a defaulter had not 
been proved; oc tho contrary it had ta<n 



disproved. If tho jury considered that 
the words used were merely vituperative 
and vulgar abuso then they would find 
for tho defendant. If they wero of opinion 
that they wero used with tho intontion of 
imputing larceny they must find for tho 
plaintiff with damages. 

Tho jury, after an ab3onco of half an 
hour, returned with a verdict for the de- 
fendant, and that they were of the opinion 
that each party should pay their own 
costs. 

His Lordship was not surprised at tho 
verdict. The evidence did not show plain- 
tiff's character had been attacked. Thoro 
was nothing against him and defendant 
had not attempted to justify but had de- 
nied the language 'imputed. Still, tho do- 
fendant, by tho use of incautious words, 
had brought on tho caso, and though suc- 
cessful his Lordship, in accordance with 
request of plaintiffs counsel, should mako 
an order depriving defendant of his costs. 

Warbass vs. Waitt. — Mr. Hett, for the 
plaintiff, askod for a postponment in cc:i 
sequence of an important witness being 
absent. 

Mr. T. Davie, instructed by Mr. Eberts, 
for the defence, was ready to go on with 
the case. 

Tho loarned Chief Justico animadverted 
severely on tho constant postponement of 
of cases and waa of opinion that soino of 
them would never come on. Ho had boen 
complaining of this for ten years past and 
still it wont on. Some of tho ensns ought 
to bo struck off altogether or postponed 
till 20th May, 181)1. 

Tho hearing was ultimately put down 
for 30th June. 

Greon vs. Adams. — Postponed till Mon- 
day next. 

Walker vs. Bank B. N. A was postpon- 
ed till 2d Juno and the Thrasher caso till 
23rd June. 

Court adjourned till Saturday at 10 a. 
m. when the Reynolds and Batchelor case 
will bo resumed. 

We aro roquested by Dr. Davie to stato 
that our report of his evidence where ho 
i3 mado to say that "Reynolds charged 
that Bachelor was being assisted iu rob- 
bing him by A. Holmes," should read 
that A. Holmes was advancing him (Rey- 
nolds) money and assisting him in his 
difficulties.

Eastern Canada Mail 

[Per steamer Qeo. e. Starr.) 

The Customs duties at this port for 
tho month of April last were §517,051, 
an increase of $158,941 over the cor- 
responding month of 1880. The inland 
revenue receipts for April last were 
$102,529, an increase of $12,151 over 
the corresponding month of last year. 

Messrs. Forbes, Stevenson, & Co., 
have gone into liquidatioif,aiul are hon- 
ourably discharged. 

Barrie, May 3. — Tho adjourned in- 
vestigation into the origin of the tiro of 
Sunday week in Wright's brick block 
hero was concluded to-day. The fol- 
lowing verdict was unanimously render- 
ed : — From the evidence submitted 
we are of opinion that Samuel 
Wright, the propri«tor of tho build- 
ing set fire thereto. That wo be- 
lieve excessive insurance on the part of 
the companies is a prolific source of 
fire, and the principal incentive in the 
presont case." Wright has boon arrest- 
ed. 

Saiinia, May '2. — Tho Scott Act 
came into force in this county, includ- 
ing the town, yesterday, and for the 
first time the Sunday closing provisions 
of the old law were strictly enforced. 
Saturday was celebrated as the last 
day for the dispensation of strong drink 
by a free distribution of tho ardent in 
some of tho hotels. The McCiellan 
House was completely cleaned out and 
locked up, tho proprietor having dis- 
posed of all his effects by auction, and 
the building is now empty. This morn- 
ing the hotels bear large placards with 
the words, "Closed; Scott Act," in large 
letters. The hotel keepers are in earn- 
03t in their determination to keep their 
premises closed to the travelling pub- 
iio, and they appear to be acting in con- 
cert throughout the country. Ono of 
them refused admittance at an early 
hour this morning to Captain Shipman 
and his wife. Another refused to give 
a meal to a clergyman who had been in 
the habit of dining at the hotol for 
years whenever became to town. There 
were no porters in atter.dauco at the 
railway trains, and commercial travell- 
ers and others who expected to put up 
at the hotels could be seen dragging 
their trunks up the hill, only to bo mot 
with a stern refusal at tho hotels when 
they applied for admission. Farmers' 
teams havo to stand on the market 
square or on the street,ihe stables being 
all closed against them. The hotel- 
keepers assert that they will pursue the 
freezing-out plan as long as the Scott 
Act remains in force. A charge of vio 
lating the Act has already been laid 
against Mr. Alexander, proprietor of 
the Alexander house. 

Watford, Ont., May 2. — Early this 
morning the hotel-keepers fenced their 
sheds and locked up their houses, refus- 
ing admittance to friends and travellers 
who for some years were good custom- 
ers. Tho stage drivers who for seven 
years have patronized the hotel stables 
had to leave their horses on tho street, 
but this will not last long, as prepara- 
tions are being made as rapidly as pos- 
sible to accommodate thepublic in every 
village. 

Halifax, May 3. — It is understood 
that tho two Clyde-built Bteamers, es- 
pecially fitted for tho fruit trade and 
carryinglargerefrigorators,\vill be ready 
next season from October to the end of 
April, between the ports of Annapolis, 
Halifax and London. 

The old City Horso Railroad proper- 
ty was sold at auction this afternoon to 
the following : — W. D. O'Brien, the 
charter with seven years to run, for 
$465 ; R. P. Bliss, tracks for the street 
and in the buildings, for $3,650 ; John 
Starr, rolling stock (over twenty cars) 
for $600 ; J., F. Walker, fivo sleighs 
and five sots harness, for $145 ; P. 
hiyneh, real estate which cost $14,000, 
for$3,100. This property cost the com- 
pany $200,000. 

Wis-NiPEd, May 2. — Tho Syndicato 
officials have assumed the management 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. All 
the late officials and employees have 
been retained in tho service. Mr. H. 
Rowan, C.E., Government Engineer, 
having been notified by the Chief En- 
gineer to close up his office and proceed 
to Ottawa, has sent in his resignation to 
the Minister of Railways. Much regret 
is expressed at no provision being made 
by the Government for Mr. Blake, 
Chief Accountant., who wss discharged 
on Saturday. 

The Local Legislature met again this 
afternoon pursuant to the March ad- 
journment, and after pmaen ting the re- 
port of tho Standing Committee, and 
laying on the table the Bill for the ex- 
tension of the boundaries, adjourned un- 
til to-morrow. Ifc is expected that the 
session will last three weeks. 

The North-Western Railway, taking 
advantage of the deviation made in the 
route of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
are going to make Portage La Prairie 
the terminus of that road and in con- 
sideration of $100,000 as a bonus the 
headquarters of this company are to be 
established there, together with their 
workshops. Gladstone votes on a 
$75,000 bonus for the same road on 
the 12th of May. 

American Mail. 

Salt Lake, May 2. — The bogus 
Lord Beresford, alias Courtney, walk- 
ed out from the court room during a 
dispute among tho lawyers to-day, and 
no trace of him has sinco been found. 
His trial has been called, and his ac- 
quittal was expected because of the ab- 
sence of tho principal witnesses. A 
requisition for him arrived from Eng- 
land, and a recess was asked by the 
prisoner's counsel in order to have time 
to examine tho papers. During the 
argument Beresford disappeared. 

A Cleveland Presbyterian pastor has 
been arraigned before his presbytery 
for sending his family to tho theatres 
and balls. 

A boy fell over tho precipice at 
Rochester into the Geneseo river, a 
clear drop of 120 feet, and was taken 
out of the water unhurt.

The effect 
will bo tho vitiation of his second elec- 
tion to the House of Commons from 
Northampton, to set him aside alto- 
gether, and to necessitate a new elec- 
tion. 

The In man steamer City of Rich- 
mend arrived at Queenstown yesterday 
from Liverpool, lighted witli Swan's in- 
candescent electric lamp. 

King Cetewayo has addressed a re- 
markable letter to Queen Victoria re- 
specting affairs in South Africa. He 
very kindly asks her to cheer up and 
not beat all despondent in consequence 
of tho reverses which her forces sus- 
tained at the hands of the turbulent 
and disloyal Boers. He assures her 
the Boers will soon flee and beg for 
peace, but adds that they should be 
punished for flagrant and unjustifiable 
disobedience to tho Queen. Cetewayo 
expresses surpriso that tho British 
should send so few men to take such 
strong positions, and makes vory sharp, 
pregnant criticisms upon the tactics of 
the English general. He concludes : 
"How can tho Boers, who are dogs, 
make head against tho superb forces of 
your Royal Highness?"
